“THE CHURCH INDISPENSABLE.'' 


The Rev. G. Clune, of Ennis, in a paper 
on “The Church Indispensable,” stated that 
the Church oí Christ was a fact which man 
may not ignore. Even if the grave were the 
end of human existence, it would still be 
true that a full. and whole-hearted accep- 
tance of her teaching would be the surest, 
and indeed the only way to happiness; and 
that, therefore, men shguld join her. But 
the grave was not the end; it was the pass- 
ing over to eternity: it was the beginning, 
and the endless life that lies beyond was of 
infinite importance. That life was prepared 
for and determined by these few apes 
years, and surely, if the Church prepared an 
sanctified them for an existence that. had no 
ending, reason dictated that they should 
avail of all the helps that she. could give. 

Was it probable that a Church, born in 
such pain and sacrifice, might be accepted or 
rejected just as feelings of men might prompt’ 
The mind of the apostles was clear. The man 
who left the Church to preach another gospel 
was anathema: he was given over to Satan; 
he. had not God on his side; his workg were 
wicked. The Church of Christ: had defined 
that outside of her there was no salvation. 
It might be said that this was intolerance. 
Of “course it was. Christ established one 
Church to lead men to salvation. All other 
religious organisations that pretend to be 
Christ’s were false, and there 
be toleration for falsehood in the sense of 
admitting that it was the truth. There was 
one divinely established religion, and only 
one, and no amount of tolerance, or broad- 
mindedness, or freedom of conscience could 
alter that fact.

The Prime Minister thought 
that the situation was satisfactory in 
view of the reduction of the official unem- 
ployment figures, but they do not represent 
the true position, as there are many 
theusands of workless men whose names 
have been removed from the live register 
for various reasons, and who are receiving 
no relief of any kind. The official figures 
are, therefore, useless as a criterion of the 
real state of affairs. 


PEERESS AND LOCAL OPTION. 


The Northern Government is happy in 
having numerous women’s organisations to 
support it in its programme. They are 
becoming a power in the politica] world, 
and their good-will is sedulovsly cultivated 
by the Unionist leaders. Their meetings 
are attended by Cabinet Ministers, and the 
ladies are flattered by all the attention 
that is paid to them, especially when 
matters of high importance are dividinz 
the people. One of the greatest assets of 
the official party is Viscountess Craigavon. 
She addressed a meeting of women 
at Larne on Tuesday night, and in the 
course of her remarks she warned them: of 
the peril of the local option campaign. 


THE WRONG ATMOSPHERE. 


It is to be regretted that the members 
of the Belfast Corporation do not yet ap- 
pear to realise the gravity of their posi- 
tion as an ‘administrative body. Reform 
in method is urgently required, but the 
atmosphere of the Council Chamber, when 
meetings are in progress, does not lend 
itself to wisdom in debate. Mutual re- 
criminations only too frequently take the 
place of sensible discussion, the object 
apparently being to hurt one another’s 
feelings as much as possible. There 
are several cliques in the Council, ‘all dis- 
trustful of one another, and, so long as 
that kind of thing is permitted to con- 
tinue, there can be no hope for the better 
administration of the city. The report of 
the McClure Committee is praised by some 
and condemned by others, and showers of 
abuse are poured over the heads of its 
authors for doing what they considered to 
be their duty. Amidst all the bickerings 
and quarrellings there are but few gleams

The Philippines. 

After the Spanish-American War of 
1898 the United States acquired the 
Philippine Islands, and Mr. Kipling 
wrote his poem about “the white man’s 
burden.”’ The experience of thirty years 
has taught Washington that he was 
a true prophet. American government 
in the Philippines is benevolent, but 
the Filipino is not happy. It is 
the old question of home rule. The 
native Legislature, conceded by western 
notions of liberty, is in perpetual 
conflict with the white Executive. 
A despatch from the Correspondent of The 
Times at Manila indicates that in the 
present vacancy of the Governor-General- 
ship—the Major-General Wood's 
successor has been appointed—the 
campaign against American authority has 
received a fresh impetus. General Wood's 
last instruction was that the high propor- 
tion of American officers in the police 
force must be maintained. Now Sefior 
Manuel Quezon, President of the Senate, 
has “advised ” General Nathorst, Chief of 
Constabulary, to discontinue the appoint- 
ment of American officers. There are 
some 150 constabulary posts throughout 
the archipelago; patrols are constantly 
on the move in jungle and forest; and 
the American officers and men speak the 
dialect and are intimately familiar with 
The value of such a 
service for purposes of “intelligence ” is 
enormous so long as its i@tegrity is 
assured. If its direction should become 
incompetent or untrustworthy, it would 
be worse than useless ; and, therefore, the 
Executive will ignore Sefor 
Oueson's “advice.” Furthermore, since 
the death of General Wood the Senate 
has refused to approve some of his more 
important arrangements, including the 
appointment of Major O. M. Johnson to 
be Governor of Lanao, which is the most 
turbulent province in the island of 
Mindanao. The Filipino leaders demand 
a native Governor, and the “ Association 
of Students” advocates the appointment 
of a man whom General Wood had re- 
moved from the province “for reasons of 
policy.” Here the Correspondent of Tie 
Times explains that most of the universities 
and colleges hot-beds of anti- 
Americanism, in which the seeds of dis- 
content are sown by text-books that are 
“thinly disguised. instruments of pate 
Malayan propaganda.’ On the whole, it 
appears that, at the end of thirty years 
of earnest striving, America’s experiment 
in the “democratisation” of an Oriental 
people in a tropical land has not been 
an unqualified success, The Legislature, 
ignoring the blessings of western prccress, 
continues to wage an intensive campaign 
for “absolute, unqualified and immediate 
independence,” and to obstruct all 
measures of material development. 
Especially disappointing is the fruit of 
the hundreds of high schools and 
thousands of primary schools with which 
American zeal for educction has studded 
the archipelago. They are centres not 
only of political agitation, but of economic 
mischief. ‘* Every year,” says the Corre- 
spondent, “tens of thousands of youths 
are being turned out of the public schools 
with a smattering of book knowledge—a 
training that fits them for nothing except 
subordinate clerical work. They refuse to 
go back to the land. In every town there 
is a surplus of lawyers, politicians and 
petty clerks. Im every canefield there is 
a scarcity of labour.” -

Many Irventions. 


A huge variety of inventions, ranging 
from a collar stud which cannot be lost 
to a flying bicycle, is displayed at the 
Exhibition of Inventions in the Central 
Hall, Westminster. They include a 
bathing costume, guaranteed to give safety 
in the water, an arrangement to turn 
parcels while they are being tied, which 
should be very useful to shop assistants, 
and an electric toast meter, which will 
toast light, brown or dark, according to 
choice. A walking stick that shows a 
red light when it strikes the ground ought 
to be a boon to pedestrians at night on 
unlighted roads. There is also an anti- 
dazzle device for motorists, and a cigarette 
paper, with perforated ends to prevent 
tobacco from getting into the mouth of 
the inexpert or preoccupied smoker. 
Probably there are practical difficulties 
which will disqualify many.of these in- 
genious contrivances for the commercial 
market. As Viscount Burnham pointed 
out, however, if even only five per cent. 
of them are successes, the purpose of the 
Exhibition, which is to introduce inventors 
to . manufacturers, will be fulfilled. 
Mechanical progress may have some draw- 
backs, but there is no doubt that it has 
eliminated many of the harder and more 
unpleasant kinds of unskilled labour. It 
tends also to save time and trouble in 
the business of every-day life. Novelists 
and “futurists” try to frighten us with 
the prospect that, by the use of calculating 
machines and like inventions, we shall 
become mere calculating machines our- 
selves; but nobody will be deterred by 
such forebodings from the enjoyment of 
an illuminated walking stick in a tramp 
on a country road, or of a bathing

An Artistic Mongrel. 


It is improbable that the cinematograph 
ever will drive the spoken drama from, 
popular favour. Even if experiments to 
produce talking pictures achieve some 
measure of success, the actor, living and 
moving in the same room with ourselves, 
always will have the advantage of reality. 
An attempt to combine the best of both 
worlds, however, has been made in a 
theatrical production in Berlin. Moving 
pictures, taken in 1914, showing German 
troops on their way to the front, are ex- 
hibited, followed by scenes of battle and 
important events in German public life, 
which culminate in the flight of the Kaiser 
and the establishment of the Republic. 
When the necessary atmosphere has been 
created in this fashion the curtain goes up 
and the real play begins. The cinemato- 
graph again is employed during the pro- 
gress of the drama in order. to introduce 
mysterious shadows, and between the acts 
films are thrown on the screen of signifi- 
cant incidents and personages in modern 
life—including earthquakes, Lenin and 
Dempsey. This mixture is meant to re- 
present the flight of time, and to drive 
home the mora! of the play—that the more 
everything changes, the more it remains 
the same. The German innovation might 
be used sparingly with advantage by in- 
telligent producers, but inevitably, if it 
became popular, it would be regarded as a 
means to prolong the life of plays which 
had little merit of their own. If a 
dramatist can depend upon help of this 
kind, he is less disposed to make exacting 
demands on the resources of his own 
fancy. A film of Hamlet’s grapple with 
the pirates might give a more vivid idea 
of the affair than his letter to Horatio, 
but it would take the play, even if only 
for a few minutes, out of “the realms of 


gold.”’

Loredano was a patron of II Tintoretto, but 
the artist’s pictures, with several other 
renowned masterpieces, were destroyed in a 
great fire at the Ducal Palace seven years 
after Loredano’s death.

THE SOVIET NOTE TO FRANCE. 


From REUTER'8 CORRESPONDENT. 
MOSCOW, Thursday. 

M. Tchitcherin, in the course of ‘his 
Note in reply to the French request for 
the recall of Rakowsky, which was handed 
to the French Ambassador in Moscow to- 
day, says:—‘‘ While the Union Govern- 
iment does not deny the French Govern- 
ment’s right to demand the recall of a 
representative of a foreign State, it con- 
siders such a demand, especially when it 
refers to an Ambassador who for two years 
has successfully conducted in the interests 
of both States most important negotia- 
tions which have yielded very substantial 
results, should be really well founded.” 

The Note goes on to say that the Union 
Government feels bound to declare that 
jit cannot agree to. the arguments laid 
down in the French Note. With refer- 
ence to -Rakowsky having signed at 
Moscow in the inner party discussion the 
declaration of August 9, M. Tchitcherin 
declares that this affair was the subject 
of an exchange of verbal notes and con- 
versations between the french Ambassador 
and himself, and that he had been assured 
that the incident might be considered 
closed. It is incomprehensibe, he says, 
why France now reverts to this question 
again and demands satisfaction. 


RESPONSIBILITY DISCLAIMED. 


The Soviet Government declines to 
assume responsibility “in the smallest 
measure ” for M. Rakowsky’s recall or 
the eventual consequences of this recall, 
and the Note proceeds :—‘ The U.S.S.R. 
Government does not deny the French 
Government's right to demand that the 
Ambassador of a foreign State should be 
replaced by another Ambassador, and it 
cannot do otherwise than take into account 
the fact of such a demand on the part 
of the French Government, in spite of 
the groundlessness of the reasons com- 
municated to the Soviet Government, The 
U.S.S.R. Government, therefore, con- 
siders itself compelled to relieve M. 
Rakowsky of his duties as Ambassador to 
France, and to appoint his successor, for 
whom it now asks the agreement of the 
French Government.”

‘Mrs, Gill, of Sheffield; who starfed’ from 
Cap Grisnez at 9.11 on Thursday morning, 
landed at Shakespeare Beach, Dover, at 12.20 
o'clock this morning. Her time was, there- 
fore, 15 hours 9 minutes. 

One of ‘the party in the mótor' boat ‘accom. 
panymmg Mrs. Gill, “in an interview, said :— 
“The water was somewhat rough during the 
first hour, and there was a mist hanging cver 
the Channel. The temperature of the water 
inshore was 57.2, but in mid-Channel it was 
very much colder. Good progress was made. 
She used the breast stroke ‘during the rough 
spell, and through the mist the crawl. As 
the day wore on the wind dropped and the 
sea became calmer. 

‘During the swim across, the first thing 
that was sighted was a large liner, and 
shortly afterwards the party in the motor 
boat were able to discern the South Fore- 
land—about 7 o'clock. The ebb tide took 
her westerly.”’ 

Mr. J. Fellowes, the Rotherham swimmer, 
took turns:in the water with Mrs. Gill, and 
was with her when she finished at Dover. 

Mr. Flower, who was also in the motor 
boat, went into the water as she waded 
ashore. : 
DISTRESSED ON LANDING. 

When Mrs. Gill felt the beach beneath her 
she said, ‘‘I cannot stand,” and her legs gave 
way. It was evident thag she felt the strain 
of the swim and the coldness of the water 
considerably. She was assisted into the small 
boat and went on to Dover Harbour, and 
with the help of two of the party was at 
once taken to-the sea bath on Dover sea front, 
where she had a hot bath. 

Mr. Fellowes walked from the beach to the 
roadway in his bathing costume, and he 
seemed also to be greatly affected by the cold. 

It was arranged for Mrs. Gill, on leaving 
the bath, to go to he" lodgings in Sandgate 
road. 

THE FIFTH WOMAN. 

Mrs. Gill is the fifth woman to succeed in 
swimming the'Channel. Her time of fifteen 
hours nine minutes is longer than that of Miss 
MacLellan—thirteen hours ten minutes—and 
that of Miss Ederle—fourteen hours thirty- 
nine“minutes—but is better than that of Miss 
Gleitze—fifteen hours fifteen minutes—and of 
Mrs. Corson—fifteen hours twenty-eight 
minutes, 


MISS LOGAN’S FEAT. 


NEW YORK COMMENT. 
FROM HEUTER'S CORRESPONDENT. 
NEW YORK, Thursday. 

The American public, which had gradually 
become accustomed to regard the triumphs 
of its own “stars ’’ in almost every sphere 
of sport as a matter of routine, especially 
where England was concerned, received some- 
thing of a shock when it learned that a young 
English lady doctor had beaten Miss Ederle’s 
swimming “record” by the considerable 
margin of eighty-one minutes. Although 
somewhat overshadowed by the excitement 
occasioned by Miss Elder's flight, Miss 
Logan’s feat has attracted a great deal of 
attention. Big headlines in the papers all 
over the country have announced that Miss 
Ederle’s record has been lowered by an 
Englishwoman. 

Miss Ederle, when she heard the news, 
said: “I have sent her my congratulations. 
The more power to her. I hope to give her 
another mark to shoot at some time.’ 

Many American sporting writers have 
written in & very congratulatory vein about 
the swim, commenting on the apparent 
absence of publicity, and the fact that it was 
undertaken as a purely sporting venture. 

An additional reason for the interest taken 
in Miss Logan on this side of the Atlantic 
hes in the fact that she is a niece of Supreme 
Court Justice Cochrane, of Hudson, New 
York. Miss Logan formerly lived at Glens 
Falls, New York, and graduated from the 
High School there in 1911. She is also the 
niece of the late Mr. Willis Hills, who went 
to Glens Falls as the manager of the Hudson 
River Telephone Company. After leaving 
school Miss Logan moved to Kingston, New 
York, with her uncle’s family, and later took 
up medicine, and went to London as a 
medical student. 

FRENCH SCEPTICISM. 

According to an Exchange telegram, certain 
French newspapers. question the .authenticity 
of Dr. Dorothy Logan’s Channel swim. They 
say that the semaphore station at Cap Grisnez 
denies that any person took the water there 
on Monday night, and states that if any 
aay had entered the water the boats must 
rave seen the start. The coldness of the 
water is also urged as an argument against 
Dr. Logan’s success. 

When Dr. Logan’s attention was called to 
the French comment she said :—‘‘ I can vouch 
absolutely—and all the independent witnesses 
will do the same—that I took the water at 
the time stated at Cap Grienez.””

Miss Millie Hudson, the Englishwoman who 
failed some time ago to swim the Channel, 
has passed through Boulogne on her way to 
Cap Grisnez.

President Cosgrave was beaming with 
satisiaction over his victory in the country 
and the new Dail, when I called upon him 
yesterday morning for a talk concerning 
his plans for the fature government of 
the Irish Free State and the development 
of the country. 

He is now safe in the saddle for another 
five years, if he cares to stay. For the 
time being, at any rate, President Cos- 
grave plans to avoid: contentious legisla- 
tion, and to devote his energies to tighten- 
ing up the machinery of the Government 
and completing the political education of 
the Republicans who have entered the 
Dail. 

He is particularly pleased with the 
spirit shown in Wednesday's, debate, and 
with the evident willingness of the Re- 
publican deputies to accept the facts when 
placed before them. 


THE LOAN. 

An immediate task will be the issue of 
a new loan, which, the President tells me, 
will probably not exceed five or six 
millions sterling, instead of ten millions, 
as previously suggested. This sum is all 
that is immediately required, in view of 
the fact that some works, such as the 
Shannon scheme and the beet sugar de- 
velopment, promise to become productive 
in the near future. 

The new loan will probably be.issued at 
95, at 5 per cent.—the same terms as the 
first ten-million loan, which now stands 
at 964. 

It is expected that the new loan will all 
he taken in Ireland. This is testimony 
to the renewed feeling of security, con- 
sequent on the definite abandonment of 
force by the Republicans and their entry 
to the Dail. : 

“T4 I deserve any credit,” said the 
President, ‘‘ it is for forcing the Republi- 
cans to enter the Dail and take up con- 
stitutional methods. It is the best day’s 
work I have ever done. The next step is 
their political education, and I am sure 
that a couple of years of hard parlia- 
mentary work in the Dail will alter the 
views of a good many of them.” 


TOURIST TRAFFIC PLANS. 

An immediate result of the renewed 
stability is the development of a big plan 
of the Irish railways to promote touring 
in Ireland, appealing specially to America. 
This railway scheme, which is still in its 
earliest stages, includes the purchase or 
lease of a number of Irish hotels, which 
will be modernised on American lines, 
offering ample bathroom accommodation, 
good food and plenty of heat. 

It is proposed, in conjunction with the 
big touring agencies, to work out a 
system of round tours at inclusive hotel, 
rail and steamship rates, covering the 
beauty spots and points of historical and 
‘romantic interest all over Ireland.

THE CURRAGH CRISIS. 


SIR HUBERT GOUGH’S 
LETTER. 


General Sir Hubert Gough writes in a 
letter to TAe Times :—I shall be grateful if 
you will accord me space to correct some 
inaccuracies in the account of the Curragh 
crisis given in General Callwell’s “ Life of 
Sir Henry Wilson.” In the first place, 
General Callwel| states on Page 140 that 
when Ueneral John Gough saw General Wil 
son on the evening of Friday, March 20th, he

This is inaccurate. It is true that this 
advice was pressed on him, but it was 
rejected. Early next morning General John 
Gough went to the War Ofhce and 
handed his resignation, in writing, personally 
to the Military Secretary, General Franklin. 
The latter suggested keeping his resignation 
back till further news was received from Ire. 
land, to which General John Gough agreed, 
requesting, however, that the Secretary of 
State ae the C.1.G.S. should be informed. 
Next. morning, after seeing me, he wrote to 
the Military Secretary withdrawing his first 
letter, but substituting for it another, which 
placed on record his entire agreement with 
the action of the officers at the Curragh, and 
demanded, further, that any action taken 
against these officers should apply equally to 
myself. Copies of these letters and notes 
written thereon in his own handwriting are 
in existence. 

Again, the account given at the bottom of 
page 141 and on page 142 conveys an 
erroneous impression. General Callwell 
states that General Wilson objected obso- 
lutely to certain proposals which were under 
the consideration of the Secretary of State, 
and, further, that ‘‘Gough and he, between 
them, drafted a letter asking the question, 
whether, in the event of the bill passing, 
troops would be liable to be called upon to 
coerce Ulster in the name of law and order.” 

This letter was, in fact. drafted by the 
officers concerned, namely—my brother, 
Colonels Parker and MacEwen and myself. 
The same applies to the short note which we 
drew up in a War Office waiti...ng room 
after I received the guarantee from the hands 
of Sir John French. General Callwell incor- 
rectly attributes the joint authorship of this 
note to General Wilson. It is true that 
General Wilson came into the room at in- 
tervals and made suggestions and inquiries as 
to our course of action, but he accepted no 
responsibility for the drafting of the letter 
or the short note. This statement is based, 
not on my recollection, but on full notes 
made by me at the time of these occurrences, 
and confirmed by other notes made by my 
brother. 


TEMPORAL POWER. 


VATICAN’S CASE STATED. 
From Revrer’s CoRRESPONDENT. 
: ROME, Thursday. 

For the first time since the end of the 
Pope’s temporal power in _ 1870, the 
Osservatore wi the Vatican’s official 
organ, prints a leading article answering the 
various critics of the article published in the 
paper on September 2ist, describing the 
situation in which the Pope had been placed 
since 1870, and sets forth how the Holy See 
would like to solve the ‘“‘ Roman question. 

The article says:—‘‘ We do not see why 
Italy cannot create the State: which the 
Church needs for the exercise of her spiritual 
functions in the world, Italy alone brusquely 
annihilated the Papal State, destroying a 
condition of things which the work of 
centuries had established, and, therefore, she 
alone can reconstruct it.” i 

The newspaper adds that such a State 
should be reconstructed, “not in its former 
proportions, but at least in the measure neces- 
sary to guarantee the visible independence of 
the government of souls.”’ 

Such reconstruction. ' is explained, can be 
carried out by Italy ‘‘ without committing 
suicide,” as some people maintain, because 
“ the tiny Stat» which would be reconstructed 
could never destroy Italy.”” The paper goes 
on to deal with the duty on the part of Italy, 
according to moral law, to make reparation 
by returning what was taken from the 
Vatican. “If Italy one day will publicly, 
before the world, accomplish this act of just 
reparation, she will do honour to her word 
without the need of foreign intervention. 

Evidently speaking in the name of the Holy 
See, the Osservatore concludes : '' We do not 
invoke foreign powers nor international 
courts. The Holy See, as Cardinal Gasparri 
declared during the war, awaits the solution 
of the Roman question, not from foreign in- 
tervention, but from the sense of straight- 
forwardness and iustice of the Italian people. 
To the foreign Powers it will only be left 
to take note, in the usual form, of what Italy 
has done in accord with the Holy See.”

man will be My disciple, let him deny him- 
self, take up his cross daily, follow Me.’ 
No; but it was creating an atmosphere which 
was definitely hostile to the faith, and it was 
doing poor, wretched humanity the supreme 
injustice of hiding from it the one considera- 
tion—namely, loyalty to Christ—which could 
soften pain and inspire to nobleness and un- 
selfishness of life. But even that did not ex- 
plain away bi and mala fides. There 
were those who deliberately and with their 
eves open ‘viciously attacked the Catholic 
Church, For them there was little excuse. 
But where hostility was not of the vicious 
sort it was a sobering thought, and might 
well be borne in mind, that if Christ founded 
one Church, and only one, there were about 
threo hundred false and absolutely unauthor-. 
ised forms of so-called Christianity in these 


islands. 
IRELAND'S DESTINY. 

If their faith and loyalty were to he really 
living they must think of those who lived jn 
error and darkness. They saw what blond 
and treasure had been poured forth a few 
years ago in some nameless cause, and surely 
this should be an infinitely greater zeal in 
the high cause of Jesus Christ and His 
Church, Ireland would never become one of 
the Great Powers of the earth, and they cer- 
tainly would ambition no such thing for her 
if she would thereby fall to the appallingly 
low level of the nations they called great. If 
it be in a special way Ireland’s destiny to 
work for the faith, they should make every 
effort to supply workers for the harvest field. 

With a sound Catholic Press in Ireland 
and a system of well-stocked. well organised, 
Catholie-spirited libraries, they might look 
forward to a deeper and firmer grasp of the 
faith and a greater intensity of Catholic life, 
both public and private, and, in consequence, 
they might hope. with God's grace, for a 
greater zeal for the conversion of “the non- 
Catholic and the nagan, 

Mr. Michael Christie, moving a vote of 
thanks to Father Clune, said that the 
Catholic Truth Society was making a vala- 
able contribution to the cause of Catholicism 
in the country b bringing forward considera- 
tions of the Church and its various attri- 
butes. 

An important matter was the spread of 
good literature for the deepening and inten- 
sifying of the spirit of Catholicism. He 
also referred to the leakage from the Church 
—not sé much ot the normal leakage, such 
as people who emigrated with a very super- 
ficial knowledge of religion—but something 
more serious—namely, the number of 
Catholic men and women in the country 
who sold their own and their children’s 
birthright for a mess of pottage. He called 
attention to the work of the Catholic Pro- 
tection and Rescue Society of Ireland, from 
which it appeared that proselytising agents 
spend over £60,000 annually to rob their 
people of the faith, and they had generally 
about 3,000 Cathlio poor, chiefly women and 
children, under process of perversion. 

HE FAITH, 

Mr, Barry Egan, T.D., seconding the vote 
of thanks, said that the Catholic Church was 
indispensable to them, adhd they, as part of 
it, were to his mind indispensable to the 
Church. The Faith that Irish Catholics had 
had handed down to them was the most 
priceless gift that God could have endowed 
them with, and it was for lay Catholics to 
spread that Faith in their own different 
ways. He referred to the Catholics &f 
France, and said that their lives were an 
example. They live in an atmosphere of 
moral and material degradation; but still 
their lives shone out to a degree which he 
had never met before. They wanted to de- 
velop Catholic orgamisations in this country. 

The Bishop of Dromore, in putting the 
vote of thanks, said that the Catholic Church 
had often been charged with intolerance; 
but Father Clune had shown how reasonable 
the Church was. He urged Catholics to 
support the nrissionary work of the Church, 
as those who went away on the Missions had 
no means of living except. by the help sent 
to them. 

The vote of thanks was passed amidst 
applause. 

THE RECEPTION, 

In the evening a reception was held in the 
Round Room of the Mansion House. There 
was a large and distinguished gathering, in- 
cluding members of the Hierarchy: and 
clergy, the President and Ministers 
of the Executive Council, the 
Speaker and the members of the 
Dail, members of the Consular Service, 
and representatives of the professions. 

The visitors were received by the Most 
Rev. Dr, Harty, Archbishop of Cashel. There 
was a large number of ladies present, and 
many wore the conventional dress of the 
Papal Court—the mantilla and black dress, 
which lent a distinctive, if somewhat sombre, 
note to the gathering. 

A pleasant musical programme was dis- 
coursed by the Harmonic String Band. 

The Archbishop of Cashel said that at the 
ordinary meetings during the week they had 
had a larger number present than they ever 
had on former occasions. That showed that 
the work of the Catholic Truth Society was 
being more and more appreciated by the 
people. He was delighted to be able to con- 
gratulate the Executive Committee of the 
Society on their great success—they had done 
wonders, and they were all deeply grateful to 
them. 

One thing that pleased him above all 
others was to find that their gatherings were 
Catholic in every sense of the word. Every 
phase and class of Catholic life in the country 
and every political party “were represented. 
(Applause.) They wanted all their Catholic 
people at their gatherings, and, thanks be to 
God, they were all coming. 

He was deeply grateful to all who had 
come there that evening, and he gave them 
his blessing, and prayed that before that 
time twelve months they should have their 
grand Cardinal in full and perfect health in 
their midst. (Applanse.)

. SUPREME COURT JUDGMENT. 
(BEFORE THE CHIEF 
FITZGIBBON AND Mn. busTICg ee 
_ MURNAGHAN,) 

Reserved judgment was delivered in favour 
of the appellant and defendant in the case of 
Moore v. Davy, the appeal having been 
brought from a judgment of the Special 
Appeal Commissioners, varying the decision 
of the Cirenit Judge for King’s County in an 
action brought by the plaintiff. Mrs. Elizabeth 
Moore, against the defendant, a shopkeeper, 
of Edenderry, in respect of a dwellinghouse 
occupied by the plaintiff under a yearly 
tenancy at a rent of £22 per annum, payable 
valf-yearly. 

The plaintiff, it appeared, had claimed £77 
rent alleged to be due from Ist May, 1922, 
to 1st May. 1925. She had habitually paid 
the poor rates in respect of the premises 
down to about March, 1021. when she declined 
to pay them, having regard to the provisions 
of the Local Government Act, 1898. 

The defendant tendered the rent due for 
the seven and a half years ending Ist May, 
1925, less the poor rates which he had paid 
during that period. The Circuit Judge gave 
a decree for £70 lls. 1ld., the amount of 
rent due, less £8 8s. in respect of poor rates, 
and on appeal the Special Commissioners 
varied the decree by increasing the sum 
awarded to the plaintiff to the full amount 
claimed in the writ. 

The Court now allowed the appeal, with 
costs of the appeal and costs in the Court 
below, holding that the rent reserved in 1912, 
£22, was not the standard rent of 
the premises, but was “in é 
rent under the Act, oí 1925. 
They also heid that the excess oí £22 above 
the standard rent was irrecoverable, unless 
the excess was not greater than the increase 
permitted by the Act of 1923. In this case 
there was no increase of rent permitted, 
because there had been no notice to quit 
served and no notice of increase of rent 
served. The increase was imposed upon the 
tenant against his will, They accordingly 
reversed the judgment of the Special Com- 
missioners, and affirmed the decision of the 
Circuit rhs but varied it with regard to 
t of rent accrued before 1923.

Court Judge Doyle, K.C., as regards the 
amount at which he had fixed the standard 
rent of a flat in the house 12 Goldsmith 
terrace, Bray. The respondent was Edward 
W. Haughton, manufacturer, of 2 Prince of 
Wales terrace, Bray: 

Mr. Cherry (instructed by Messrs. Murphy 
and Mallins), opening the appeal on behalf of 
Mr. McTighe, stated that the house 
12 Goldsmith terrace was a large house, 
and it had been let in flats without any sub- 
stantial structural alteration. The valuation 
of the whole house was £46, and it was there- 
fore outside the provisions of the Rent Act, 
because, in the year 1925, that Act applied 
outside Dublin only to house® of less than £40 
valuation. Mr. Haughton had paid a rent of 
£100 for the whole house to the head land- 
lord. He had divided the house up into flats, 
and had let them to separate tenants, of whom 
Mr. McTighe was one, he having been the 
tenant of the basement flat at a rent of £52 
a year. Mr. Haughton paid £100 to the head 
landlord, and also paid the rates, and he 
received £248 from the tenants of the flats, of 
whom Mr. McTighe was one. Mr. Haughton 
himself had occupied the ground floor, and 
the remainder of the house was divided 
amongst the four tenants, who occupied the 
basement, first, second and third floors, re- 
spectively. Both Mr. Haughton and Mr. 

cTighe had now left the house. 

The Circuit Judge had been asked to appor- 
tion the rent of £100, so as to arrive at a 
figure from which the standard rent of the 
flat could be calculated. | He fixed the stan- 
dard rent of ihe flat at £30, and fixed the 
proportionate parts of the rates payable in 
respect of the assessment of the flat at £12 2s., 
and he also decided that ‘the standard rent 
of the whole house was £100 a year. 
Counsel contended before the Commissioners 
that there could be no standard rent fixed 
for the whole house, although there could be 
for separate parts of it. 

Mr. Cullinan (instructed by Mr. J. M. 
Magee), on behalf of Mr. Haughton, sub- 
mitted that there was no ap from the 
decision of the Circuit Judge in a case of this 
sort, and that even if there was an appeal, 
the tenant, Mr. McTighe, not being lable 
for the rates, he not being a rated occupier, 
was not therefore entitled to deduct them in 
fixing the amount of the standard rent. 

The issioners decided that the Circuit 
Judge had no jurisdiction to fix the standard 
rent of the whole house, im view of the fact 
that its valuation was above the statutory 
limit of £40. They were of opinion that the 
tenant was entitled to deduct the rates in 
fixing the amount of the standard rent, but 
as this question was not igen toe before the 
Court ps made no judicia ncement on

DUBLIN CIRCUIT COURT. 
FALL DOWN LIFT SHAFT. 


FACTORY GIRLS COMPENSA- 
TION. 

Mr. Nolan Whelan (instructed by Messrs. 
Taylor, Son and Robinson) applied for an 
order to review the award made some time 
ago in the case of Miss Margaret Kelly, of 
Mountpleasant place, Ranelagh, against 
Messrs. Leetham’'s, Ltd., Dunlop ouse, 
Lower Abbey street, Dublin, in respect of 
an accident which befell her on their 
premises, where she was employed. Eighteen 
months ago Miss Kelly, who was working in 
the firm’s corset-making department, fell 
down the lift shaft from a height of about 
3& feet. She was given compensation at the 
rate of 10s. a week. 

Dr. Townley Hardman produced X-ray 
photographs, and said that they disclosed no 
trace of tuberculosis in the injured part of 
the girl’s body. There. was, however, he 
said, a certain “' angulation.’ of the spine to 
be seen in the picture. The condition of the 
spine at the moment was not, in his opinion, 
attributable to disease. 

Dr. Cecil Robinson said that he examined 
Miss Kelly in May, 1926, and on subsequent 
oceasions. He was-of opinion that she had 
improved in health, and he suggested that 
she should take up work of a light character. 

The plaintiff, who walked by the aid of an 
umbrella, said that subject to the accident, 
in January, 1926, she was a patient in Jervis 
Street Hospital for five months. She was 
still suffering pain, and was obliged to wear 
a steel jacket. Sho was not able to resume 
her former work at the corset factory. She 
found it impossible to sit long in any one 
position, and did not sleep well because of 
her nerves. ‘ 

Dr. Louis A. Byrne, who .had attended 
Miss Kelly, said that he believed that she 
was permanently incapacitated, and that she 
had no prospect of again following her former 
occupation. She had had a marvellous escape. 

Dr. Henry Mason gave evidence as to the 
results shown by another set of X-ray photo- 
graphs« His opinion was that the trouble 
was not tubercular. In his view Miss Kelly 
was not now fit for work of any kind. 

The Judge referred the case to the Medical 
Referee. 

Mr. Matheson {instructed by Mr. Lane 
Joynt) appeared for Miss Kelly.
